The new Center (no longer 
merely an “extension”) Is em- 
powered by the parent institution 
in Rensselaer to grant the A.B. 
and B.S. degrees in accounting, 
economics, English, English-jour- 
nalism, history, philosophy, politi- 
cal science and sociology. *. 

Located at 4721— Indianapolis 
Blvd. in East Chicago, Ind., the 
new Center building is fully air 
conditioned. It houses the general 
offices of the college including 
administrative and business of- 
fices, library and reading room, 
bookstore, student lounge, faculty 
^offices, art studio, and 11 class 
rooms. ~ 

Some preliminary statistics in- 
dicate that there are over 500 
students enrolled at the Center. 
This is an increase of about 30 
percent over last year. Class 
registrations are up 54 percent 
over last fall. 

Fr. Henry J. Martin, C.PP.S., 
the Dean and Director of the 
hew Center, announced the calen- 
dar under which the Center 
would operate for the 1960-61 
school year. The fall semester 
started on Aug. 29 and will 
finish Dec. ^17. The second semes- 
ter will begin on Jan. 12 and run 
through Apr. 29. The Center will 
offer two short 6 weeks sessions 
after the regular school terms. 
The spring Semester will be in 
session from May 8 through June 
17. Summer school is scheduled 
between June 19 and July 29.

Deadline set for 
Fulbright prizes 

Only two months remain to 
apply for some 800 Fulbright 
scholarships for graduate study 
or research in 30 countries. Ap- 
plications are being accepted until 
Nov. 1. 

Inter-American Cultural Con- 
vention awards for study in 17 
Latin American countries have 
the same filing deadline. 

Recipients of Fulbright awards 
for study in Europe, Latin Ameri- 
ca, and the Asia-Pacific area will 
receive tuition, maintenance and 
round-trip travel. IACC scholar- 
ships cover transportation, tui- 
tion, and partial maintenance 
costs. 

General eligibility requirements 
for both categories of awards 
are: 1) U. S. citizenship at time 
of application; 2) a bachelor’s 
degree or its equivalent by 1961; 
3) knowledge of the language 
of the host country; and 4)k good 
health. A demonstrated capacity 
for independent study and a good 
academic record are also expected. 
Preference is given to applicants 
under 35 years of age who have 
not previously lived or studied 
abroad. . 

Applicants will be required to 
submit a plan of proposed study 
that can be carried out profitably 
within the year abroad. Success- 
ful candidates are required to be 
affiliated with approved institu- 
tions of higher learning abroad. 

Enrolled students at a college 
or university should consult the 
campus Fulbright advisor for in- 
formation.

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Stuff to appear weekly 

as St. {Joseph's expands 


As an educational institution, St. 
Joseph’s has been expanding steadi- 
ly. In 1951, the college announced a 
record enrollment of 527 students. 
This September, that figure was 
more than doubled when some 1,100 
men were welcomed to the campus. 

As the number of students in- 
creased, the physical plant of the 
college also grew" to meet the needs 
of a larger student body. Five new 
residence halls appeared. Bennett, 
Noll, Halas, and Gallagher are 
brand new buildings. Aquinas was 
converted from a convent for the 
Precious Blood nuns to a residence 
hall for students in order to provide 

additional room.

The Rec Hall, the field house, 
and the Post Office were remodled 
and enlarged. 

With this issue, stuff joins the 
college’s plan of expansion by be- 
coming a weekly. It will appear 
every Thursday night from now on. 

Instead of 14 or 15 issues a year 
as in the past, stuff will now ap- 
pear 26 times each school year. 

The very frequency of publication 
will obviously enable a more up to 
date coverage of campus events. 
Saturday’s football game can; now 
bd written up for . the following 
Thursday rather than for two or 
three, and in some cases four weeks 
from now when the sports’ page 
would be flooded- with accounts of 
perhaps the past three games. 

The review of a concert or a 


speech may now appear within a 
few days of the actual event instead 
of two weeks latdr. 

However, the increased frequency 
of publication is not all that is new 
in stuff. Typographically, it is now 
one of the most modern college 
newspapers anywhere. 

- Column rules have been abandon- 
ed. A brand new headline type, 
called Lvdian, will be used con- 
sistently throughout the paper. Even 
the stuff nameplate is new; it has 
been redrawn in order to tighten it 
up. Capitalization will now be 
abandoned in headlines except 
where you would ordinarily expect 
to find it. 

To cut the budget, stuff will now 
be printed on newsprint rather than 
the glossy type paper used in pre- 
vious years. 

These first few issues of stuff 
will be largely experimental. The 
staff is wo r k ing on a new schedule 
with a new printer. We are bound 
to make a few mistakes in the 
beginning but we sincerely hope to 
provide the campus with the best 
newspaper it has ever had. 

Limited by the printers to four 
pages each week, we will some- 
times have difficulty in fitting every- 
thing that should go into stuff into 
it. Sometimes we may not have 
enough to fill four pages. This prob- 
lem will vary from week to week, 
but we hope no one will feel slight- 
ed if we find it impossible to print 
everything we receive every week.
